Eversince1938 the Yale University Library has been receiving curious 
shipments of wildly disordered pictures and documents from France, 
most of them liberally sprinkled with poisoned wheat to discourage 
mice. The recently exhibited collection represents a bargain basement 
of memorabilia assiduously accumulated by the late Gertrude Stein, a 
Radcliffe girl now almost as famous for her leadership of one of the 
great artistic salons of her time as for her monumental preoccupation 
with the chemistry of words (“‘a rose is a rose is a rose’?).

GOLDWYN vs. THURBER 


‘Producer and Author dispute over “Walter Mitty” 


| In response to its review of The Secret Life of Walter Mitty in 
the issue of Aug. 4, Lire has received the following letters from 
| Producer Samuel Goldwyn and Author James Thurber. 


Sirs: 

| “Tam delighted that you chose my production of The Secret Life of Walter 
Mitty as the "Movie of the Week" in your Aug. 4 issue and that you consider 

| Mitty’s dream life to be “highly entertaining” since this is a picture which is de- 
signed for entertainment. Iwas, however, somewhat startled at your statement 
that Jim Thurber “grows almost profane when he thinks of how his story has 
been corrupted.” Either Mr. Thurber has been misquoted or has in the past 
year done as complete a switch as ever Walter Mitty did from rea life yo dream 
world, 

‘As Ineed not tell you, the original story, "The Secret Life of Walter Mitty,” 
is a pure gem, which added great luster to the little magazine in which it was 
first published. However, in order to convert such a gem into a feature length 
motion picture it is necessary first to elaborate it into a screenplay. 

Tmust confess that in the preparation of the screenplay I departed quite com- 
pletely from traditional Hollywood policy by constantly consulting the author 
of the story itself. Ken Englund, one of the co-authors of the screenplay, made 
a special trip to New York to get from Mr. Thurber his ideas as 

play should be handled. I, of course, was only too happy to get Mr. Thurber’s 

ideas and to pay him for them, After they had finished, Mr. Thurber wrote me 
a Tong letter in which he detailed his delight at the way the story was handled. 
Let me quote: 

"Tt was a great pleasure to work with a man as intelligent and skillful as 

Ken Englund and I want to thank you for giving me the opportunity to do so. 
- It isn't often that I meet a man whose ideas and whose sense of story so heau- 
lifully coincide with my own." 
That hardly leads me to believe that Jim Thurber thinks that his story in 
being translated to the screen has been corrupted. 

‘And when it appears from your review that Mitty’s real life adventures are 60 
exciting as to bring about a result in which “the delicate point of Thurber’s story 
is lost,” all I can say is that Jim Thurber said in that same letter: 

"The melodrama still remains the spine of our structure, but I feel and so does 
Ken Englund, that it no longer sticks out, but thatithas been ingeniously inter- 
luced with the dreams and the private life of our hero.” 

‘At that time, at least, Jim Thurber knew that there was a lot to learn in 
translating a story to the screen, for he concluded that letter by sayin, 

“[ feel that I have learned a great deal in a short time about some of the prob- 
loran that fave eanotion plosage producer mad a motion ploture writer: Eat me 
thank you again for selecting Ken Englund to work with me on this story and lt 
tne say once more that I am enthusiastic about this picture.’ 

‘This account would not be complete, however, if T were not to add that on 
March 15, 1946, just before we were to start shooting, we sent Mr. Thurber a 
copy of the shooting script, telling him "'we would be delighted and grateful to 
have any suggestion or idea you may have on thescript.” On March 25th we re- 
ceived the following telegram, "WHITING AIR MAIL LETTER CONTAINING A 
FEW MINOR SUGGESTIONS HUT NO MAJOR OPERATION AS SCRIPT SEEMS IN EX- 
CELLENT SHAPE. THURBER.” ‘ 

And finally, on April 10th, Mr. Thurber wrote us, “Don’t think that I fail to 
realize how dificult it is going to he to follow Walter Mitty with something as 

0d.” 

James Thurber is much too fine a man to be saddled with anything but his 
own words. That is why I have quoted so extensively from what he, himself, has 
actually said about the way we handled his story 

‘And now—like Mitty, The Undefeated—with a faint, feeting smile playing 
about my lips, I face the fring squad of your reporters and researchers; erect 
and motionless, proud and disdainful, inscrutable to the last.

On or about Nov. 25, 1945, Mr. Goldwyn brought to New York a completed

me not to read the last 100 pages, 
which he said were too “blood and 
thirsty.” I read the entire script, of 
course, and I was horror and struck. 
Mr. Goldwyn expected me to remove 
the blood and thirst without read- 
ing it but somehow to preserve the 
melodrama. It was a task for wiz- 
ards, stated in the wondrous dialec- 
tic of Oz. 

Beginning Dec. 3, 1945, Ken Eng- 
lund and I worked six hours a day 
for ten days on an impossible assign- 
ment. We could not take out the mel- 
odrama but we could attempt to cov- 
eritup with additional dream scenes 
and other devices. The letter from 
which Mr. Goldwyn quotes about 
the "spine” was several pages long. 
I wrote that a courtroom dream and 
a firing squad dream like those in my 
original story, together with a doz- 
en other suggestions I made, might 
obscure or at least dilute the melo- 
drama,

Between Jan. 7 and the middle 
of March, when I received the com- 
pleted screen play as of that date, I 
had expressed in letters to Mr. Eng- 
Jund my fears that the new dream 
scenes so important to Walter and 
Ken and me would somehow not be 
used, and that my efforts to eliminate 
the lamentable psychiatrist scene 
which I hadcarefully rewritten would 
go for naught. I had also heard that 
Mr. Kaye’s wife, Sylvia Fine, was op- 
posed to the new dream scenes, espe- 
cially the firing squad scene, on the 
ground that "they slowed up the sto- 
ry.” On April 1 I wrote Mr. Gold- 
wyn’s Pat Duggan as follows: "To 
say that dreams slow up the story is 
to say the locomotive slows up the 
cow... . Iwill personally undertake 
to thrash anyone who mangles the 
dreams. They are wonderful.” 

On April 4 Mr. Duggan wrote me: 
“We do appreciate your suggestions 
and we are doing our best to correct 
the elements in the script that dis- 
turbed you.” Between March 20 and 
April 10 I sent in numerous ideas, 
each accompanied by wistful and fu- 
tile praise of the Englund-Thurber 
arrangements, designed to save what 
Icould out of the looming wreckage. 
On April 10 I wrote a letter to Mr. 
Duggan about 1,200 words long and 
itis from this that Sam Goldwyn, Inc. 
quotes merely: “Don’t think that I 
fail to realize how difficult it is going 
to be to follow ‘Walter Mitty’ with 
something as good.”

letter of the 10th with the added 
scenes—we're shooting them.” 

Next to the worry about our new 
dreamscenes, the greatest fear of Mr. 
Englund and myself was the possibil- 
ity that this movie might be spoiled 
by one or more of Mr. Kaye's and 
Miss Fine’s famous, but to me, de- 
plorable scat or git-gat-gittle songs. 
‘Mr. Englund and Mr. Freeman and 
myself had strongly suggested that 
Mr. Kaye’s song in the RAF scene be 
Molly Malone. Our hopes and pray- 
ers were doomed to be shattered. Mr. 
Goldwyn lifted the song and substi- 
tuted what is to me an utterly horri- 
fying, shockingly out-of-taste-and- 
mood piece of scat. Another dream 
scene was written and shot, in which 
Mr. Kaye did sing Molly Malone. 
Members of Goldwyn, Inc. have told 
me it was a charming and effective 
dream. In audience tests it did not 
produce the shock orembarrassment 
laughs which Goldwyn, Inc. loves but 
does not understand and the scene 
wascutout,alongwith thecourtroom 
dream and the firing squad dream. 
My defeat was complete. 

Tn fairness to Mr. Goldwyn, Tam 
happy tosay that he insisted onevery 
one of the Englund-Thurber ideas 
being incorporated in what turned 
out to be the next-to-last script. Ken 
wroteme:""Heissincerely anxious to 
put Thurber on the screen. He is ab- 
solutely sincere, of that I am con- 
vinced.” This next-to-last script ran 
to nearly 180 pages. It was out of the 
final shooting script and the movie 
made from it, however, that almost 
everything I had written, suggested 
and fought for was dropped. On Nov. 
13, 1946, I wrote Ken Englund: “I 
heard Danny Kaye and his wife on 
We, The People some weeks ago and 
she said, ‘It is based on a story by 
James Thurber,’ and then she added 
in a low voice, ‘was.’ Since so much 
that you and I put in was taken out 
and somuch that we took out was put 
ack in, I was pleased when I heard 
that the picture was to be called by 
anothername,any other name... ..” 
My beloved new dream scenes had 
been dropped, the operation dream 
had been hammed up, the RAF scene 
had been ruined by scat, the psy- 
chiatric scene had not only been re- 
stored, butit finally contained a bath- 
ing girl incident which will haunt me 
all the days of my life.

EDITORIAL 


FAREWELL TO THE RAJ 


“HERE WE DO BIG THINGS ON A BIG SCALE”—LORD CURZON, VICEROY OF INDIA 


When one fifth of the human race under- 
takes self-government, as India is doing this 
week (pp. 27-33), Americans will unanimously 
wish it luck. Welcome to the ranks of free na- 
tions! Peace and prosperity to India and Paki- 
stan! 

‘The departing captains and kings leave be- 
hind them nearly two centuries of spectacular, 
explosive and still unshriven history. Because 
of the adroit and graceful style of their exit, 
the moral prestige of the British has probably 
never been higher in India than it is right now. 
But who can read the faces of Clive and Cur- 
zon, Tipu and Dalhousie, Tommy Atkins and 
the Maratha chiefs, Bishop Heber and Rabin- 
dranath Tagore and the other dead history- 
makers as they look down on the flag-raising 
which Dickie Mountbatten performs in New 
Delhi this week? It is idle to act as though 
Anglo-Indian history never happened. As with 
a man’s infancy, the future is made of it. 


In Akbar's Wake 


The conquest and rule of India by the Brit- 
ish is one of the most extraordinary exploits in 
the annals of mankind. At no time have there 
been more than a handful of Englishmen in 
India to govern 400 million people. As one of 
these administrators described the exploit, 
“England, in fact, not only conquered India 
mainly with Indian rather than English troops, 
but actually made India pay for the privilege.” 
To accomplish this the office of Viceroy (or, 
before 1858, Governor-General) had to be and 
was the headquarters of more sheer brains, 
character and ability than any other throne, 
domination, princedom, virtue or power which 
history records. 

The British conquered no savage horde but 
one of the great world civilizations. The Mo- 
gul Akbar, unifier of modern India, was more 
powerful than his contemporary, Queen Eliza- 
beth, and the richest monarch in the world. 
(One of the wisest, too.) His grandson, Shah 
Jahan, built the only building since the Par- 
thenon which is not only breath-taking but 
flawless, the Taj Mahal. But Akbar’s great- 
grandson, Aurangzeb, undermined this incred- 
ible empire by trying to turn it into a Moslem 
theocracy, so when Clive avenged the Black 
Hole and beat the Moslems at Plassey in 1757, 
the issue was simply which of several European 
artilleries would have the franchise to com- 
plete the destruction and build anew. 

Loot was the first motive. Clive, confessing 
astonishment at his own moderation, returned 
to England a multimillionaire at 35, The par- 
liamentary rap for the excesses of this period 
was taken by Warren Hastings, but he was 
actually a great proconsul and founded the 
judicial system which developed into Britain's 
proudest boast in India, the Rule of Law. His 
successor, Lord Cornwallis, is just the loser of 
Yorktown to us; in Calcutta he changed his- 
tory in another way. India was absorbing its 
new conquerors as it had so many before. The 
Europeans of Bengal were deep in what Tre- 
velyan called “splendid sloth and languid de- 
bauchery” (and making money at it). So two 
high-minded patriots, Lord Cornwallis and 
Lord Wellesley, came out and purged the East 
India Company of corruption, raised a banner 
of Western ethics and planted the seed of what 
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was to become the ablest, best-paid and most 
disinterested civil service in the world. 

A century of ruthless “fighting, chicanery, 
intrigues and the Lord knows what” (as Clive 
prophetically called it) spread the British Raj 
all over the subcontinent, to say nothing of 
Afganistan, Burma and Tibet. The hungriest 
and haughtiest of the annexationists was Lord 
Dalhousie (1848-56), who saw it as his duty 
“not toneglect such rightful opportunities of ac- 
quiring territory or revenue as may from time 


h and American missionaries, a free 
press took root and a class of Western-educated 
Indians grew. With these came also the begin- 
nings of a vocal and conscious opposition. 


Tiger’s Tears 


There came to India the English wife, 
and with her the Anglo-Indian version of Jim 
Crow. Suttee, slavery, thuggee, infanticide 
and similar barbarisms were extirpated, but a 
subtler barbarism replaced them: racial pride. 
“The best attitude, perhaps the only safe one, 
with Orientals, is that of complete superiori- 
ty,” said Sir John Lawrence, pa 
Punjab and one of Dalhousie’s ablest admin- 
istrators. Most of England’s empire-builders 
followed this rule. As late as 1942, Lord Lin- 
lithgow failed to greet Chiang Kai-shek when 
he visited India, sending an aide instead. Lord 
Wellesley had deliberately “entrenched him- 
self in forms and ceremonies” for reasons of 
state. “I stalk about like a Royal Tiger,” he 
wrote from his lonely magnificence, “without 
even a friendly jackal to soothe the severity 
of my thoughts.” A century later Lord Cur- 
zon, last of the great viceroys (1899-1905), was 
using the same tactics. Indeed Curzon raised 
Oriental pomp to what was probably its all- 
time high; the Coronation Durbar of 1903. 
Of this “seemingly endless pageant” Curzon, 
who led it on an elephant, planned every de- 
tail like a Max Reinhardt, even to vetoing the 
use of Onward Christian Soldiers because it 
contained the line “Thrones and crowns may 
perish.” Lady Curzon’s gown of peacock feath- 
ers was longer remembered in Delhi than the 
tax cut announced on the same great occa- 
sion. 

Over the viceregal throne, stated Curzon, 
there hung “not only a canopy of broidered 
pi but a mist of human tears.” For him and 

jis kind, tears were the only fit measure of how 
much they hoped and how hard they worked 
for India. Frustrations both in India and in 
Whitehall were too often their reward, but 
they were sustained by a sincere conviction: 
that the British Raj really was (as Curzon 
called it) “the greatest instrument for good 
that the world has ever seen.” By “good” they 
meant the good of India; native interests were 
officially put ahead of English interests after 
1833. No bureaucracy has equaled theirs for 
a high sense of mission and duty. India civil- 
service men, though scarcely a thousand strong 
(more than half of them Indians), will be in- 
dispensable to the new governments of India 


and Pakistan; even more so, I. tradition. 

Yet in true tragic style this great bureauc- 
racy contained the seed of its own destruction, 
for it could not help being conscious of its own 
excellence, its own obvious fitness to rule. The 
liberal Prime Minister Campbell-Bannerman 
declared that “self-government is better than 
good government.” And it’s true; but India is 
the easiest place in the world for a foreigner 
with responsibilities to forget it. So the British 
were slow to see that the things they were do- 
ing for India were things the Indians wanted 
and would have to do for themselves. 

The Indian independence movement, tri- 
umphant this week after some 40 years of 
agitation, was originally nourished by Bri 
ish (and American) rather than Indian ideas. 
One of the founders of Gandhi’s and Nehru’s 
Congress party was English, and its great In- 
dian leaders have had Oxford or Cambridge 
accents almost to a man, It is not a mass move- 
ment. Most Indians live and die without pol- 
itics and without ever having seen an Eng- 
lishman. Their short, hungry and torpid lives 
are lived out within India’s 700,000 villages, 
whose petrified social structure is still India’s 
basic curse. 


More Miracles Needed 


If Indian self-government solves this prob- 
lem, as English government failed to do, what 
Curzon called “the miracle of the world” — 
ie., the Raj—will have been surpassed. There 
are other respects in which the record of the 
Raj can be improved upon. Along with the 
Rule of Law it bequeathed too many lawyers 
and the village vice of litigiousness, Along 
with the world’s vastest irrigation systems it 
bequeathed a shortage of Indian engineers. 
Along with 230,000 schools and colleges, it left 
mass illiteracy. Along with the English tongue 
(the only lingua franca in India), its racial ar- 
rogance left a bitterness and lack of self-confi- 
dence which will not be washed out by a flag- 
raising nor by Dickie Mountbatten’s genuine 
popularity and tact. 

Tact! That has been the Englishman's 
watchword in these last years of farewell. Hav- 
ing gradually lost his sense of mission under 
Gandhi’s moral lash, he has found that accom- 
modation is the next best thing. And he’s good 
at that, too. So let us hope with the English- 
man that his work is really done. Also that the 
next era of Indian history will not be a pale, 
hickering echo of his era, God grant it be differ- 
ent, but as great.

WAR HAS BROUGHT SUICIDE WAVE 


‘The chart above shows the history of the last four years of Empire 


State suicides—the places from which 11 people have jumped and the 
approximate paths they followed to their dramatic deaths. Prior to 
1943 there had been only five leaps in 12 years. Then came war and 
postwar tensions and a wave of suicides. On July 7, 1946 Charles Vogel, 
a 67-year-old hotel employe, removed his coat to make himself com. 
fortable on the way down, then jumped over. But he landed just one 
floor below. Dragging himself to the edge.once.more, he was finally 
Killed on a 30th floor sethack. During the previous few weeks he had 
slowly give 's personal possessions to fellow hotel employes. 
On July 14, 22-year-old William Lemmons dropped a quarter on the 
terrace floor, told a young boy who picked it up for him, “You keep it. 
I won't need it.” Then, as the boy inserted the coin into the telescope 
nearby, Lemmons climbed over the wall. Empire State officials know 
that people who really want to die will manage to get the job done some- 
how, somewhere, no matter what the extra precautions. But they are 
so determined to hold down their own record that they plan to erect 
a 7-foot iron fence, curved inward and spiked, all around the roof.

Even today the 
struggle goes on, although dams and irrigation 
projects are now slowly bringing green into the 
long-dead land.

The Peninsula 


It is the playground of San Francisco society 


South from San Francisco the California hills 
stretch in a long spine, flanked by the Pacific on 
one side, San Francisco Bay on the other. This is 
the Peninsula—at its northern tip is the city, at 
its southern base 50 miles away are the ranches 
and orchards of the Santa Clara Valley. Between, 
the brown hills are dotted with green oases—enor- 
mous estates with wide lawns, towering trees and 
formal gardens. As New York families like the Van- 
derbilts and the Morgans go to the North Shore of 
Long Island and wealthy Chicagoans to Lake For-

The movement to the Peninsula started after the 
Civil War when Financier William.

This message read in part: 

“When we land, we will meet German and 
Italian soldiers whom it is our honor and privi- 
lege to attack and destroy. 

“Many of you have in your veins German and 
Italian blood, but remember that these ancestors 
of yours so loved freedom that they gave up 
home and country to cross the ocean in search 
of liberty. The ancestors of the people we shall 
kill lacked the courage to mi such a sacrifice 
and continued as slav 

The public style of the late general was un- 
sulle flamboyant. But these three senten 
have condensed epigrammatically a great num- 
ber of peychologivally significant treths about 
Americans: ". . . These ancestors of yours . . . 
gave up home and country... .” Whatever the 
S errid ing motive which had driven them across 
the ocean, what is significant is that most of the 
ancestors of most of the men under General Pat- 
ton’s command had come from Europe, had given 
up home and country, had rejected the values 
and traditions in which they had been reared 
and had seen their children grow up to accept 
quite different values and traditions from their 
own and to scorn and reject the European habits 
and ways of thinking the immigrants had retained. 

The more successful the immigrant father was 
in turning his children into Americans, so that 
they had no other allegiances or values, the less 
important did he himself become as a model and 
guide. The mother retained emotional impor- 
tance asa source of loveand food and succor; but 
to grow up to be like the father, to do no better 
than he had done, to be the same sort of person 
he was would be failure indeed and would be so 
regarded by the father as much as by the son. 

it is this break of continuity between the im- 
migrants of the fist generation and their children 
which is to my mind of major importance in the 
development of the modern American character. 
It gave rise to what might be called, by analogy 
with genetics, the American mutation. "The mak- 
ing of an American demanded that the father 
should be rejected both as a model and as a 
source of authority. Father never knew best. 
And once the mutation was established, it was 
maintained. No matter how many generations 
separate an American from his immigrant ances- 
tors, he rejects his father as authority and ex- 
emplar and expects his sons to reject him, 

‘The typical American attitude toward author- 
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Britain’s Geoffrey Gorer, a “cultural an- 
thropologist,” has studied everything from 
‘African voodoo dancing to the Lepshas of 
Sikkim. During the war he wrote an analy-

ity follows from this rejection of the father. 
Authority is inherently bad and dangerous; the 
survival and growth of the state make it inevit- 
able that some individuals must be endowed with 
authority, but this authority must be as circum- 
scribed and limited as legal ingenuity can devise; 
and the holders of these positions should be 
under constant scrutiny, should be watched as 
potential enemie: 
The implications of this attitude are manifold 
and reach into nearly every sphere of American 
life. Thus the least respected and most suspect 
pasfessicndare these which. by theif ature: to: 
volve the exercise of authority over other people 
—politics, for example. Politicians are not sus- 
pect if it is believed that they have’ gone into 
politics for their own personal advantage, to 
make money or to improve their position. This 
is considered normal and understandable, a busi- 
ness on the edge of legalit imilar to bookmak- 
ing or selling liquor in a dry sta 
A person who goe: 
of a sense of public dut, is deeply 
suspect. He is perhaps secretly lusting after 
authority, and the greatest vigilance must be ex- 
ercised to see that he does not gratify th 
craving. It was, I feel sure, this moral attitude 
which lay behind the almost pathological hatred 
felt for the late President Roosevelt and his fam- 
ily by so many of the most respected and re- 
ectable Americans. By the less assimilated and 
less assured groups in the population he was 
loved like a father and felt to be a protective, 
benevolent authority. The remainder saw only 
the authority and the fact that Roosevelt obvi- 
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: Madam Chairman reigns supreme and father never knows best 


ously did not dislike his position, and conse- 
, whatever he did or omitted to do, he was 
felt to be a menace. 

Because of the possibility that power, espe- 
cially great power, may he transformed into 
authority, it is imperative for those in positions 
of great power to manifest in their persons the 
absence of authority or even the desire for au- 
thority. They must be conspicuously plain citi- 
zens, with the interests and mannerisms of their 
fellows. Whatever their private temperament 
they must act as “one of the boys, glad. handed, 
extrovert, mindful of first names, seeing their 
subordinates in their shirtsleeves and with their 
feet on the desk, democratically obscene in their 
language, with private interests, if any, simple 
and within the reach of all. 

If the powerful will not accept this unauthor- 
itarian role, they may well have it thrust upon 
them, Few incidents are more revealing than the 
one in which J. Pierpont Morgan—powerful, 
austere, withdrawn —was photographed, after he 
had been testifying to a Senate committee, with 
a smuggled midget thrust upon his knee. From 
any rational point of view the incident was com- 
paratively meaningless, the photograph mere! 
incongruous. But that it had deep emotional sig 
nificance is shown by the elation with which the 
photograph was hailed and the fact that it is still 
gleefully remembered after the passage of very 
many years and even after Mr. Morgan's death. 
What had the photograph effected? It had not 
reduced by one jot or tittle Mr. Morgan’s finan- 
cial power, which many people had considered 
dangerous, but it had at least momentarily made 
Mr. Morgan look ridiculous; it had lessened his 
resemblance to a figure of authority. A surprised- 
looking man with a female midget on his Ene is 
no figure to inspire respect or awe. Similar feel- 
ings are a component of the virulent political 
anti-Catholicism of many Americans. The Pope 
is almost the only person in the world on whose 
knee no midget can be popped, who cannot he 
involved in an amorous intrigue, whom one can- 
not slap on the back and call “Harry. 

Stalin is probably the human being most dif- 
ficult to represent as just like anybody else, But 
during the war, when good relations with Ru: 
were desirable, American correspondents de- 
veloped quite an elaborate family life for “Uncle 
Joe,” including a rumored love affair, and—hap- 
piest touch of all—revealed that the tobacco he 
preferred in his inseparable pipe was a common 
commercial brand, available to all at the corner 
drugstore. 

During all his formative years the young 
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American has continually impressed upon him the proper attitude 
toward authority and toward men who try to exercise it. Conse- 
quently when he in his turn becomes a father, he finds his proper 
role toward his children defined and limited by the negative sanc- 
tions against the exercise of authority by one man over another. 
Even if his temperament made him tend toward dominating his 
children and exacting unquestioning obedience from them, he would 
get no support from his wife, his neighbors or his community. 

A revealing commentary on current attitudes toward the Amer- 
ican family is the comic strip Blondie. Blondie consists of a series 
of disjointed and comic episodes in the domestic life of a self- 
possessed, good-looking, neatly dressed middle-class woman, She 
is married to Dagwood, an untidy office worker who has to run 
every morning to catch the bus from his suburb. He is generally in- 
competent, inefficient, greedy (he is always sneaking into the 
kitchen to make the most incongruous sandwiches), sensuously 
lazy (outside the office and the kitchen he spends much of his time 
trying to take a nap on the sofa or laze in a hot bath), generally 
good-tempered and easy-going but given to sudden and completely 
ineffective rages. In the earlier years the comedy chiefly derived 
from the skill with which Blondie saved them both from the results 
of Dagwood’s blunders. After a few years of marriage their union 
was blessed with issue; first a son, Alexander, the image of his 
father, and more recently a daughter, Cookie, favoring her mother. 
When I was separated from Dagwood’s family Alexander was a 
schoolboy, and many comic situations arose from his increasingly 
successful rivalry with Dagwood. 

Although naturally exaggerated, Dagwood does represent a 
widespread attitude toward the American man as husband and 
father. Dagwood is kind, dutiful, diligent, well-meaning within his 
limits. But he has so completely given up any claim to authority 
that the family would constantly risk disintegration and disaster if 
it were not for Blondie.

ee ideal of a childhood completely free from overt authority is 
perhaps attained more nearly in the U.S. than in any other 

Occidental nation. But some authority there must be, some agent 
who will reward good conduct and punish bad; and, almost by de- 
fault, the role of the father having been so diminished, these func- 

tions have been in largest part taken over by the mother. This 
has had far-reaching results on the character of the children and, 
since this situation is not a novel one, on the character of the 
adults also, Duty and Right Conduct in America have thereby be- 
come feminine figures. 

This makes the" role of the daughter, herself to become a mother, 
particularly easy and straightforward and helps account for the 
perpetuation of the situation and 
the notable ease and assurance of 
the American woman. But for the 
son, the American male, the sit- 
uation is far more compliceted 
and confusing. He carries around, 
encapsulated inside him, an ethi- 
cal,admonitory, censorious moth- 
er. Inall the spheres where moral 
considerations are meant to oper- 
ate—and in America this means 
above all in relations between 
people—men act as though they 

vere being guided by or rebelling 
against rules and prohibitions 
enunciated by a moral mother. 

A result of this state of affairs 
is that all the niceties of mascu- 
line behavior—modesty, polite- 
ness, neatness, cleanliness—come 
to be regarded as concessions to 
feminine demands and not good 
in themselves as part of the behavior of a proper man, As such they 
become irksome and are sloughed off—with relief but not without 
guilt—whenever a suitable occasion presents itself, such as 
the stag poker game, the hunting trip, the convention, the class 
reunion. 

The manifestations of the female conscience in public life give 
rise to the peculiar behavior which Americans call “idealism. 
This is the proclaiming of moral rules of conduct which other 
people should follow. Idealism is not, at least in the first place, a 
standard which guides one’s own conduct; still less is it setting an 
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the boys, glad-handed, extro- 
vert, mindful of first nam 
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example for others to copy. It is the laying down of rules for the 
conduct of others which need not apply to oneself. It derives 
directly from the situation where mother and teacher lay down in- 
structions and prohibitions for the boys they are rearing, without 
either group feeling that these rules apply to the person who 
enunciates them, 

American women reach their greatest social influence from the 
time they near the menopause. As mothers and housewives the 

years of their married life after, perhaps, a short period in 
unger married set” are perforce (in the vast majority of 
overwhelmingly domestic. But when their youngest child 
fely passed adolescence they can devote themselves to wider 
duties and pleasures. Americans typically marry early and have 
their small families soon after marriage. Consequently a woman 
will have completed her expected role as a mother while she is still 
in vigorous early middle age. 

The mother is not expected to play any part in her daughter's 
marriage beyond being an honored guest at the wedding reception, 
and her role i in the life of her grown son should be even more 
negative. The son should pa her, leave her, revere her and forget

ts who advertise even the most incongruous gifts as suitable 
For Mother”) is a Day of Atonement in which formal restitution 
is made for the previous year’s neglect. 

This complete withdrawal is the ideal. But for a significant por- 
tion of the women the future outlook is too bleak: without love 
beyond the long-accustomed love of their husbands, no longer 
rated as sexually desirable by anybody, too self-respecting and 
afraid of the neighbors to employ a gigolo, even if they live in an 
area where such are ‘obtainable, and these cling to their children, 
particularly their sons, longer than society considers fitting. The 
clinging mother and the fear of such vampirelike possession—the 
Hiden fear that Gi afd orieialt Haye aires betarae possessed— 
are components of the very strong ambivalence American men feel 
toward women. 

However most American mothers do not cling excessively, just 
as most European fathers are not excessively domineering. In- 
stead they turn their energies to social and cultural ends. This is a 
very unusual social phenomenon. In nearly all societies, primitive 
and complex, European and Asiatic, nonprofessional women in 
their 50s and 60s are of little importance in the social scene, in- 
fluential at most in their domestic spheres and through the pres- 
sure they can bring to bear on their male relatives. ‘In America 
coup is one of the most active and influential bodies of citi- 
zens as well as one of the most conspicuous. 

It is easy enough to laugh at these middle-aged women, with 
their eager seeking after knowledge and wisdom, their-dogged cling- 
ing to stylishness and a falsely youthful appearance, their naive 
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approach to the arts and to gracious living (a key phrase). their RRCHES + TRANe, 
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clear and serene, as it were double-distilled. For it is the mothers 
themselves speaking, and at the same time it is the encapsulated 
mothers who are the conscience of all America: 
It may hurt an American’s dignity to think that his future is 
being determined by Helen Hokinson’s grotesques, by the women 
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they are our chief bulwark agai 
chaos. Without them America might well be left a subcontinent 
of cynicism and hedonism—a civilization where “anything goes,” 
where everybody gets his. The progress of nihilism is held back by 
the tightly corseted figure of Madam Chairman. 

If the immigrant psychology has made the American father a 
cipher and the American mother an arbiter of social standards, it 
is not surprising to find that it has also made the child the hero of WIN FAME AND $500.00 
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in America which did not concede that the child was the hope for a 
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further and fare better than his parents. This belief is basic in CO A 
America, and it has been maintained by the best-beloved American \Sitcinenyuwecten 
myths and exemplars—from log cabin to White House, from news- 
boy to millionaire, from the ghetto to the Supreme Court, from 
slave to institute head. It only needs the proper upbringing to 
develop these potentialities in every newborn child. 

But what is the proper upbringing? Ah, there's the rub. In all 
societies except the U.S. and, to a lesser degree, the countries fac- 
ing her across the Atlantic, at all periods except during the last 
hundred years, the answer could be given without hesitation: the 
proper way to bring up children is the way we were brought up. 
There was the correct way of rearing children, and that was the 
See how smoothly an Ace end of it.

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brought up in the same way. Her path was clear. 
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men and the medicine men, the good plain quacks and the good 
plain crooks. 

Whatever the system by which infants are cared for, the most 
important and insistent aspect of this care during the first few 
months of their life must be their feeding. All but an eccentric 
minority of the American child-rearing systems have as a most im- 
portant component a feeding schedule; they lay down rigidly at 
what times the baby shall be given what foods. The baby’s hunger 
is to be regulated by the clock. But a feeding schedule pays only 
the grossest and most statistical attention to the baby’s autono- 
mous rhythms, There is no little clock inside the baby which deter- 
mines that the baby shall get hungry when, and only when, the 
schedule says it aball be fod, 

Most babies accommodate themselves fairly quickly to whatever 
schedule is imposed upon them, but there is usually a period be- 
fore this is successfully accomplished during which the baby 
screams with unassuaged hunger and rage and is not fed. However 
nerve-racking or heart-piercing the baby’s screams may be, it is 
far better to let him wait until the right time; it would be mere self- 
indulgence to quiet his screams, And so most American babies

learn to experience hunger and the fear of hunger. When they 
grow up this fear remains with them, though disguised and taking 
irrational forms (as do all infantile fears which survive in adults) ; 
symptoms of it can be seen in the frequently expressed fears that 
America will be reduced to want, perhaps to actual starvation, if it 
lets its food or resources or money outside the country 
Relevant to this point also is the very great erotic, feti ic val- 
ue given to women’s breasts in contemporary America. They have 
completely replaced the-earlier value given to legs. As a stimu- 
lating sight well-separated and well-developed breasts under a tight- 
fitting overgarment are thought to surpass almost any amount of 
nudity. Film stars have made their reputation through felt sweat- 
ers, and in many war factories women workers were forbidden to 
wear sweaters because of the resulting distraction and inefficiency. 
The cleft which separates the breasts is almost the greatest object 
of erotic curiosity, and a number of English films in which actresses 
wore Restoration costumes have therefore been considered too 
indecent to be shown to the American public without fichus. 
Because of the great hopes placed on the baby and because of 
the necessarily experimental manner in which it is being raised, 
the mother is anxious from the very first to find out if her baby is 
developing as it should. She has only one guide; comparison with 
the neighbors’ children of similar age and social position, being 
raised on the same principles. From birth (the “correct” weight 
for a newborn child changes constantly, but there always is a “‘cor- 
rect” weight) the child is placed in a competitive position vis. 
its age-mates. Its weight, its growth, its acquisition of bodily skills, 
its time of teething, its time of talking are all points on the scale 
by which the baby’s success is weighed. As Margaret Mead has 
pointed out in detail, the mother’s love is conditional on the child’s 
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safety, don't leave him alone in his car- 
riage or in the car.”

can the mother give it her unconditional love, for it proves she 
has been a success in her role as mother. 

‘As soon as a child has acquired sufficient physical independence 
to be let out of doors alone—certainly by the age of 3 and often 
earlier—it will leave its family and spend most of its time with its 
competitors and rivals in the immediate neighborhood. It will have 
known and played with these children from the time that it could 
be safely taken out of the baby carriage; but this earlier sociability 
has taken place under the watchful and anxious eyes of the moth- 
er. By the time the child is 3 the mother is likely to be occupied 
with a younger brother or sister, and even if she were not, she 
should be ashamed of keeping a constant eye on the child, keeping 
it permanently tied to her apron strings. By doing she would 
risk committing the greatest crime that an American parent can 
commit: she would risk turning her child into a sissy. 

This concept of being a sissy is a key to*the understanding of 
American character. It is a term of opprobrium which can be ap- 
plied to anyone regardless of age or sex. Schematically it means 
showing more dependence or fear or passivity or lack of initiative 
than is suitable for the oceasion, It can be applied to a gambler 
hesitant about risking his money or to a mother overan xious about 
the pain her child may suffer at the hands of a surgeon just as well 
as to occasions which directly elicit courage or initiative or inde- 

ndence and which may be responded to more or less adequately. 
Iris the overriding fear of all Americans from the moment that 
they can understand language that they may be taken for a sissy.

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every four years, the major political parties seck the presidency. 
Any resemblance between the platforms, so eagerly and hotly de- 
beled. of the campaigns, and the legislation introduced by the suc- 
cessful party is, in the words of the disclaimer which precedes 
American films and novels, purely coincidental. But this does not 
mean that the platforms and other noble documents and promises 
are therefore unimportant. They signify a willingness to support 
such noble ends, and are therefore comforting, just as the parental 
promises, though not literally fulfilled, were a comforting sign of 
parental love and intention to reward. Americans feel cheated and 
disillusioned if such statements of high intentions are not made. 
The ideal American family consists of two children, an elder 
daughter and a younger son, generically known as “Sis” and 
“Buddy” (or “Junior”) respectively. This does not mean that this 
f family or order of birth is more common in the U.S. than 

in other countries of similar urbanization; but thisis the typical com- 
ion when the average American family is pictured in illustra- 
tion or advertisement and very often in po] a fiction and films. 
The relationship between brothers and sisters in American 
family life is without deep intensity. They have no special obliga- 
tions toward one another except to “agree,” not to squabble too 
much. An important exception occurs when two children of the 
same sex, particularly two boys, are born within a short interval of 
each other—at the most, two years. In this case the elder brother 
is likely to introduce the younger brother into his play group and 
later his gang, and this has some regular and typical results. The 
younger brother is a member of a group in the majority older than 
he is and with standards of daring and accomplishment beyond the 
level of his years. Fired by the standard he is set, the younger 
brother (the “kid brother”) becomes extravagantly rash in his 
words and actions, confident that he will be saved from the dan- 
gerous results of his behavior by his elder brother's protection, by 
his superior strength and wisdom. This situation is common 
enough to have several analogies in adult life. The most striking is 
to be seen in Congress, where the House of Representatives often 
most irresponsibly in the confidence that its elder brother, the

The value of “dating” 


HEN school starts, the mixed neighborhood play group typ- 

ically gives way to gangs entirely or predominantly of one 
. and these gangs continue up to and, in some cases, through 
adolescence. The gangs may engage in almost any kind of activity 
compatible with the strength and interests of its members, but 
nearly all the boys’ gangs have one feature in common. They en- 
gage in illegal or extralegal activities. Most of these activities are 
very harmless: robbing orchards in the country, trespassing in 
empty buildings, trying to get into circuses or baseball parks with- 
out paying, smoking cigarets made of corn silk, staying away from 
school and avoiding the truant officer, cheeking policemen and 
the like. What is important about these activities is that they are 
not only tolerated but expected and even covertly admired by the 
adults, especially the fathers. The successful flouting of authority 
is a sign of independence, of growing manlin 

On the other hand there is a fear, albeit almost unformulated, 
on the part ef the adult community that the young will carry their 
defiance of authority too far, beyond the necessity of independent 
manliness. Society has found an effective way for channeling 
youthful energy into socially acceptable channels and one which 
is thoroughly congruent with the major emphasis of society, with 
the constant pushing toward adulthood and with the belief in the 
superior moral nature of womanhood. Any boy or girl who is not 
a roughneck or a sissy will try to be as attractive as possible to the 
opposite sex and will engage in the patterned precourtship hetero- 
sexual behavior called “dating. 

Since dating is uncommon in the rest of the world and, indeed, 
unknown in most of it, a note of introduction is necessary to a 
fuller discussion of the subject. For the American child, “Am I 
successful?” comes to mean “Am I loved?” for from the very be- 
ginning the mother’s unqualified love and approval has been given 
to her child in proportion to its success. By adolescence most 
Americans have inextricably confused the two ideas: to be success- 
ful is to be loved, to be loved is to be successful. 

To gain one’s mother’s love, the prototype of all future love, it is 
not necessary that one should show love in return; one is loved for 
one’s accomplishments vis-A-vis one’s age-mates, not in the first 
place for one’s attitude and behavior toward one’s mother. Love in 
America therefore tends to have a nonreciprocal quality: to be 
loved it is not necessary to love in return but rather to be worthy

They ac- 
count also for the dating which occupies so much of nearly every 
American’s leisure time from before adolescence until betrothal. 
Dating is a highly patterned activity or group of activ’

one had set out for a hunt and the fox had insisted on sitting down 
in one’s backyard. 

‘The date starts as an invitation from a boy or young man to a 
girl for an evening's public entertainment. The entertainment off- 
ered depends on the young man’s means and aspirations and the 
locality. But itis in a public place always and nearly always includes 
eating food together, the food being anything from an ice-cream 
soda at the local drugstore to the most elaborate and expensive 
meal that the locality can provide. Besides the food the most usu- 
al entertainment is dancing—the place of the dance ranging any- 
where from the cheap roadside cafe with a juke box to the most ex- 
pensive cabaret or country club. The male (the “escort”) should 
call for the girl in a car (unless he be particularly young or poor) 
and should take her back in the car. If the entertainment proposed 
is of a formal or expensive nature, the man should provide a cor- 
age—flowers for the girl to wear on her dress or in her hair. “Show- 
ing the girl a good time” is the essential background for a date, 
but it is not its object, as far as the man is concerned; its object is 
to get the girl to prove that he is worthy of love and therefore a 
success. 

Since on first dates the pair are normally comparative strangers 
to one another, a certain amount of autobiography is necessary in 
the hopes of establishing some common interest or experience, at 
the least to prove that one is worthy of the other’s attention. These 
autobiographies, however, differ at most in emphasis, in tone of 
voice, from those which should accompany any American meet- 
ing between strangers. What distinguishes the date from other 
conversation is a mixture of persiflage, flattery, wit and love-mak-

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pattern which is considered to be representative of a facet of a 
man’s personality. Most men are articulately self-conscious about 
their lines and can describe them with ease. They are con- 
stantly practiced and improved. with ever-differing partners. The 
object of the line is to entertain, amuse and captivate the girl, 
but there is no deep emotional involvement.

from high school or college. Marriage is meant to be founded on 
romance, on love, without any of 

volved. Because the ecstatic phase of love is rarely long-lasting, 
even though it be the sole reason for marriage, and is usually su 
ceeded by domestic irritations and difficulties and the respon: 
bilities of rearing a family, a very great value is placed by Ameri- 
cans on the period between adolescence and, say, the birth of the 
first child. By almost everybody this is considered the peak of life, 
after which there is a gradual but continuous decline. 

This period, roughly from 12 to 25, is Youth—the Best Years of 
Our Lives—and is almost without exaggeration the raison d’étre of 
living. One of the major duties of those who have passed this 
period is to make certain that their successors can enjoy it at least 
as much as they did. One of the reasons why so much guilt was ob- 
scurely felt by older people for the depression which started in 
1929 was that it marred the Youth of a whole generation; and one 
of the chief reasons advanced against sending American “boys” 
overseas before America entered the war and for bringing them 
back as soon as possible after military victory was that otherwise 
the irreplaceable years of their Youth would be frittered away. 
This emphasis on Youth is overwhelming in American popular en- 
tertainment, in films, in magazine stories and novels, in advertise- 
ments and so on. In point of fact Americans have nearly the great- 
est expectation of life of any peoples in the world and, like other 
urban societies, an ever-increasing number of old people in the 
population. But no medium of mass communication would enable

one to learn this. Americans wish to think of themselves, to be 
presented as they were when they were at the peak of their lives; 
they identify themselves with their children rather than with their 
parents. By the same reasoning Americans constantly refer to them- 
selves as a “Young Nation.” On many counts they could be consid- 
ered the “oldest” nation, for no other major power is living under 
an 18th Century constitution, and few are more politically con- 
servative. But Youth is so pre-eminently desirable that it is inevita- 
bly ascribed to the nation as a whole. 

The relationship between American men is normally of very low 
intensity. All Americans want to be popular with their fellows, but 
this popularity is easily obtained and demonstrated. Little is needed 
beyond the use of first names, the joke and the slap on the back, the 
easy sharing of drink and hospitality, fluency in conversation. 
Nearly all Americans have a fear of rejection and stigmatize people 
who do not easily give these overt signs of friendship as “high hat,” 
“snooty” or “snobbish,” attempting to reject before they are re- 
jected. For to be rejected, even by an overformal and unsmiling 
servant, suggests that one may be a failure, may be unworthy of 
love. In contrast, people who are prodigal with such simple signs of 
friendship, particularly to their economic and social inferiors, are 
praised as “regular guys,” as “truly democratic.” As a description 
of character, “democratic” is generally used to signify that a per- 
son of high social or economic status acts in such a way that his 
her inferiors are not reminded of their inferiority. It has no politi- 
cal connotations. 

Because of their diffuseness and lack of intensity most American 
friendships between men are strictly temporary. Nostalgia for lost 
Youth keeps some old relationships alive between people who 
have shared the same experiences. But most Americans after mar- 
riage replace the friendly competitive group of age-mates by their 
present nearest rivals—their business or professional associates 
and often their neighbors, the parents of their children’s friends. 
Americans change both residence and job with the greatest of 
ease, and with each change of either, friends are changed too. 
This does not mean that people are not conscious of preferences. 
But these are seldom important enough to be worth the effort of 
keeping alive when propinquity or common pursuits have disap- 
peared. For many American men sufficient friendships are found 
in the numerous service and patriotic clubs and associations— 
Rotary, Lions, Kiwanis, Elks, Free Masons, American Legion 
and so on—which they join so frequently and with such enthu- 
siasm, 

This should not be taken to imply that Americans are friendless 
compared with Europeans. The converse would be more nearly 
true. But generally American friendship has-extension rather than 
depth and is founded more on common interests than on congenial- 
ity of character. As nearly every Western European must have ex- 
perienced in recent years, the American is remarkably ready to give 
and receive affection. But like so much of the household equipment 
which the Europeans also envy, friendship is not a luxury to 
Americans. It is a necessity. .
